Hereafter the chevrons upon the overcoats of nun- 
commissioned officers of Infantry will be of dark blue 
cloth, instead of light blue, as prescribed in G. O. No. 
92, of 1872, from this office. Chevrons, similar to those 
prescribed for the uniform-ceat, will be worn by non- 
commissioned oflicers upon the sleeves of their biouses. 
The letter of the company will be placed in the lower 
angle and the number of the regiment in the upper 
angle of the cap-badge for enlisted men of Infantry— 
prescribed in G. O. No. 96, of 1875, from this oftice. 
Until further orders crossed-rifles, when issued, will be 
charged at two cents each, and pillow-cases, when lost 
or destroyed by the fault of enlisted men, will be 
charged at fifty-four cents each. G. O. No. 120, A.-G. 
O., 1874, is modified as follows: There will be allowed 
monthly to each company, without regard to its nume- 
rical strength, three brooms and two scrubbing brushes. 
Company commanders need not state on the requisi- 
tions the number of men in their companies, nor 
account on the return of clothing, camp and garrison 
equipage for the brooms and brushes issued to them. 
Brooms will also be issued by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment to post bakeries at the rate uf six per annum 
for each bakery. 





G. O. No. 24, WasurneTon, March 27, 1876. 


The following rules will hereafter govern in trans- 
portation of the allowances of baggage to officers pre- 
scribed in General Orders No. 90, Adjutant General’s 
Office, of 1875: Officers travelling under orders, with 
or without troops, are authorized to carry with them 
at public expense, on the same conveyances by which 
they are transported, a quantity of baggage not exceed- 


ing in any case one hundred and fifty pounds. Officers 
ordered to travel under circumstances which permit or 
require that transportation be furnished to them in 
kind by the Quartermaster’s Department, and who may 
by authority of this order determine to take with them 
on the same conveyance by which they travel a quan- 
tity of baggage greater than that carried free for pas- 
sengers, will be furnished with transportation-requests, 
on which will also be stated the excess of baggage over 
that which by the tariffs of the respective carriers is 
transported free. The officers receiving transporta- 
tion will also certify in the receipt appended to the 
request the fact whether or not transportation for such 
excess of baggage has been furnished in each case, and 
settlement will be made by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment with the respective carriers accordingly. 
Officers who travel under circumstances which permit 
or require that their actual expenses be paid by them- 
selves, and reimbursed to them by the Pay Depart- 
ment, may charge in their expense accounts the actual 
amount paid by them for the transportation of that 
poition of their baggage which is over and above that 
carried free for passengers ; this portion not to exceed 
the difference between one hundred and filty pounds 
and the allowance transported free of cost. Officers 
are enjoined not to take with them on passenger con- 
veyances a greater quantity of baggage than that 
carried free for passengers, unless necessary for their 
comfort, und to restrict themselves to the smallest 
quantity in excess compatible therewith. It is not 
expected that such cases will arise excepting in long 
journeys and on stage routes. Officers of the Quarter- 
master’s Department furnishing transportation for 
officers’ baggage will endorse the fact and the number 
of pounds upon the order for the journey. No reim- 
bursements of expenses of any nature whatever will be 
made to officers by the Quartermaster’s Department. 
General Orders No. 69, Adjutant-General’s Office, of 
1874, and No. 107, of 1875, are revoked so far only as 
they conflict with this order ; and particular attention 
is invited to that portion of General Orders No. 107 
prohibiting unauthorized shipments by officers and 
illegal claims upon the Quartermaster’s Department for 
reimbursement of the expenses of the same.

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INDIAN CHARACTER. 


At the present time, when it is the fashion t con- 
sider the Indian as an irreclaimable savage, with the in- 
stincts of a wild beast, it is well to hear the other side. 
We extract the following from a letter of Bishop 
Whipple, of Minnesota, to the New York Zriune: 

You are aware that for some time past we have had 
trouble with the Kiowas, the Comanches, the Cheyennes 
and the Arapahoes. It is the old story of our wrong- 
doing, the violation of treaties, until it has ended in 
savage war. Indian war means a war of races and the 
massacre of women and children. Our troops 
captured a number-of these hostile Indians. They 
selected some seventy warriors and chiefs and sent 
them as prisoners to Fort Marion, at St. Augustine, 
Fla. A portion fof these were as desperate Indian 
warriors as ever carried the tomahawk and rifle. A 
few of the chiefs were sent as hostages for the. good 
behavior of their people. They were placed. in the 
charge of Captain kt. H. Pratt, a noble Christian 
sollier. They were sullen, revengeful, full of hate, 
and had to be brought in double irons. One of their 
number committed suicide on the way. It was an un- 
promising field for Christian civilization and mission- 
ary effort. As soon as they reached St. Augustine, 
Captain Pratt selected ten of the best behaved Indians, 
cut their hair, and dressed them in the uniform of 
soldiers. A few days after he released others. In less 
than two weeks he was drilling all his prisoners in an 
organized company. They had non-commissioned 
officers of their own number. They guarded them- 
selves In the fort, and discharged every duty of a well 
appointed garrison. Colonel Hamilton, the former, 
and General Dent, the present commander of the post, 
seconded every effort made by Captain Pratt. They 
learned by heart life’s first lesson, ‘‘ to obey.” They 
received every kindness when they deserved it, and 
suffered severely for every violation of orders. There 
is not to-day a more ordeily body of soldiers in the 
Service. 

Some devoted Christian women became their teach- 
ers in a school. They are beginning to read and write. 
They have learned the Lord’s Prayer. They sing very 
sweetly several Christian hymns. I was never more 
touched than when I entered this school. Here were 
men who had committed murder upon helpless women 
and children sitting like docile children at the feet of 
women learning to read. Their faces have changed. 
They have all lost that look of savage hate, and the 
light of a new life is dawning upon their hearts. It 
was my privilege to preach to them every Sunday, and 
upon week days I told them stories from the Bible. IL 
have never had a more attentive congregation. At 
times they seemed to hang upon my wordsas if I was a 
messenger of life from heaven. You could see on 
every face that the ‘old, old story” sounded to them 
as it does to us, as they heard of One who was the 
friend of every one who needed a friend. Providen- 
tially we had the best of interpreters. Mr. Fox speaks 
tbe Cheyenne language fluently, and he also speaks the 
sign language perfectly. This siga language is common 
to all Indians, and Mr, Fox is so much at home with it 
he could translate a sermon in it so that all could 
understand it. 

The day before I left St. Augustine I asked the 
privilege of meeting the chiefs with Captain Pratt and 
the interpreter. I told them that I came to say ‘‘ Good 
by.” I believed God sent me tothem. Their home 
was 2,000 miles away in the South-West. My home 
was 2,000 miles away in the North-West. -I did not 
know them, they did not know me, yet I had been 
permitted to tell the sweet story of Gou’s love, and of 
Jesus their Saviour. We shall never meet again on 
earth, but [ hoped that we should both follow the good 
trail which led to heaven. The chief Ne-min-ick was 
silent fora moment. He then said with deep feeling: 
** You may wonder whether your words reached me. 
They did not go into my ears and then go away; they 
went down, down, into my heart. ‘They will always 
stay there. I goto church now, and when I see the 
white man kneel, I know that he is talking to the 
Great Spirit and asking for himself and children. I, 
too, try to send ove little breath of prayer to the Great 
Spirit that he will have pity on poor me.” He said, 
** It is not you alone that have pointed me to the good 
trail ;” and then turning to Captain Pratt, he said, 
‘“*He has tried to lead me to it, his words are always 
good. I shall walk in that path until I die.” He could 
not go on. He choked, then ran up to Captaia Pratt 
and threw his arms around his neck, and kissed him, 
first on one cheek and then on the other. He then 
embraced me, kissed me on both cheeks, and laid his 
head on my shoulder and cried like a child. All the 
chiefs embraced us and kissed us and were moved to 
tears. 

It shows that ,even in the most savage men there is a 
heart which can be reached by discipline, kindness, 
and Christian teaching. The older chiefs ought to be 
sent back to their people. They can do much to keep 
them from joining the Sioux inthe present war. Some 
of them may not I've through this summer in prison. 
The eflect of their death would be very deplorable upon 
their people. Some of the younger men are very 
intelligent, and they ought to be educated as teachers 
and craftsmen. They ought to bccome the leaders of 
their people in the path of civilization. Iam more 
convinced than ever that there is not the slightest ne- 
cessity for Indian wars. They are the fruit of our 
wretched policy. 1t would make our own white race 
Ishmaelites to leave them without government, with- 
out personal rights of property, to be the prey of the 
dishonest and corrupt. Captain Pratt's success is due 
to the fact that he has taught these Indians to obey; he 
has encouraged them to labor; he has given to them, in 
its best sense, a Christian school. ‘hey are gainiig 
manhood, and the Gospel of Jesus Christ will do for 
them and their people, if they have the means to learn 
its good news, what it bas done for other heathen folk 
in the ages passed away. I feel that a deep debt of 
gratitude is due to the officers of the Army at St. Au- 





gustine for having solved that vexed question, ‘‘ What 
shall we do with hostile Indians when taken prisoners?” 
From my heart I can say, ‘‘God blessthem!” Yours, 
faithfully, * H. B. Wurep.e.

THE POWDER RIVER FIGHT. 

WE condense from the correspondence of the New 
York Tribune the account of a participator in the ex- 
pedition of General Crook amongst the Sioux. The 
commencement of the expedition was in camp on 
Crazy Woman River, March 7. On that night, just 
after dark, the ten companies of cavalry which com- 
prised the active force of the command moved out of 
the camp on Crazy Woman River, followed the old 
road to Fort Phil. Kearney for three miles, and then 
took a course due north. All tents, except shelter 
tents for the men and tent flies for the officers, had 
been left with the wagons, to be sent back to Powder 
River. Cooking outfits had been surrendered ; extra 
bedding and clothing had ‘een packed up and left, 
and nothing but the most al solutely necessary articles 
were retained. The ration itself was confined to the 
essentials; that is, to hard bread, sugar and 
coffee, and half rations of bacon. Captain Coates, of 
the 4th Infantry, was intrusted with the duty of taking 
the train back to the Powder River. The moon shone 
brightly, and the night was warm and pleasant. 

he next day, March 8, the first night’s ride of 35 
miles terminated, with the pack-train close up. Here 
the weather began to grow colder, as a north wind 
sprang up, and the next day a snow storm set in, after 
which, for three days, the thermometer kept from 20 
to 30 degrees below zero, but without wind. On the 
13th the weather cleared from the north-west, and from 
then to the 15th the march continued with an average 
of about 12 miles a day or night, the animals being on 
half rations, and permitted to search during the after- 
noon for what grass could be found under the snow. 
March 15th brought the command near the Powder 
River, where the effects of a single week’s campaigning 
are thus described: Weather clear and pleasant to-day, 
after seven days of storm. Animals have had a day’s 
good grazing, which they much needed. Many of the 
pack-mules are terribly sore, the flesh being worn away 
to the ribs and backbone in patches as large as two 
hands. It takes about 36 mules to a company of 
cavalry, including those ridden by the packers, so that 
we have 366 mules to carry provisions, ammunition, 
bedding, etc., for the expedition. Of the meat ration 
for the troops, only one-half supply was brought. The 
mule-packers are all of them hard-fisted, honest, and 
bluni-speaking fellows, and ,are in excellent repute 
througuout the command. Pack-mules and good 
packers, which are hard to find, are a necessity for any 
successful campaigning in aregion as rough and nearly 
impracticable us this. Expeditions will undoubtedly 
be required to follow this one, as it does not now seem 
probable that we shall succeed in finding and removing 
the hostile Indians from this country. For all of these, 
pack-trains will be the only means of transporting the 
supplies of the Army. 

Such incidents as the following are mentioned : 
** General Crook, who is acrack-shot, killed six pin- 
tailed grouse as we came into camp, with his Spring- 
field musket, taking oft the head only in each case.” 

The Indian scouts with the expedition, whenever 
they killed meat, went into camp to have a feast. At 
last, Thursday, March 16th, the command reached 
Otter Creek, after a march of 18 miles over rough 
broken country, ‘‘and on descending into the creek 
the scouts saw two Indians. <A halt was called here, 
the command was divided, quarter forage issued to the 
animals and one day’s rations to the men. General 
Reynolds, with six companies of cavalry and half the 
scouts, moved from camp at 10 P.M. and marched 
towards Powder River, leaving four companies and 
the pack-train behind. ‘These General Crook was to 
bring to the same stream at the mouth of Lodgepole 
Creek. The night was bitterly cold, and vn the high 
mountain ridges snow lay afoot deep. Light snow 
fell during the first part of the night, but not enough 
to prevent the scouts from following, dark as it was, a 
fresh Indian trail leading towards Powder River. The 
country was terribly rough and broken, so that the 
companies experienced much diflicuity in keeping the 
column in good order.” The correspondent says: 

At 4.20 a. um. we had marched 30 miles, and were, as near as we 
could tell, near the Powder River breaks. A halt was called 
here, and the column took shelicr in aravine. No fires were 
allowed to be kindled, nor even a match lighted. The cold was 
more intense than we had yet felt, and seemed to be at least 30 
deg. below zero. The command remained here till about 6 
o'clock, doing their utmost to keep from freezing, the scouts 
meantime going Out to reconnoitre. At this hour they returned, 
reporting a larger and fresher trail leading down to the river, 
which was about four miles distant. The column immediately 
started on this trail. The approach to the river seemed almost 
impracticabie. Before reaching the final precipices which over- 
looked the river-bed, the scouts discovered that a village of 
about 100 lodges lay in the valley atthe foot of the bluffs. It 
was now 8 o'clock. The sun shone a ag J Ceonee the cold, 
frosty air. The column halted, and Major Noyes’s bastalion, 2d 
Cavalry, was ordered up to the front. it consisted of Company 
1, 24 Cavalry, Captain H. E. Noyes and Lieutenant C. T. Hall, 
and Company kK, 2d Cavalry, Captain James Egan. This 
battalion was ordered to descend to the valley, and while Captain 
Egan charged the camp, Captain Noyes was to cut out the herd 
of horses feeding close by ard drive 1t up the river. With this 
column, Lieutenant Bourke of General Crook's staff and R. E. 
Strahorn went as volunteer aids. Captain Moore’s battalion, 
consisting of Company F, 3d Cavalry (Captain Alex. Moore and 
Lieutenant B. Reynoids), and Company E, 2d Cavairy (First 
Licutenant W. C. Rawolle and Lieutenant F. W. Sibley) was 
ordered to dismount and preceed along the edge of the ridge to 
a position eueewas the eastern side of the village, opposite that 
from which Captaln Egan was to charge. Major Stanton accom- 
panied this column. Captain Mills’s battalion was ordered to 
follow Egan, dismounted, and support him m the engagement, 
which might follow the charge. These columns began the 
descent of the mountain, through gorges which were almost 
perpendicular, and it seemed almost linpossible that horses 
could be taken through them. Nearly two hours were occupied 
in getting the horses of the charging coluon down these rongh 
sides of the mountain, and even there, when a point was reached 
where the men conld mount their horses and proceed toward the 
village im the narrow valley beneath, Moore's battalion had not 
been able to gain its position on the eastern side, after clamber- 
ing along the edges of the mountain. A few Indians could be 
seen with the herd, driving them to the edge of the river, but 
nothing indicated that they knew of ourapproach. Just at9 








o'clock Captain Egan turned the point of the mountain nearest 
the river, and first in a walk and then in a rapid trot started for 
the villa The company went first in column of twos, but 
when within 200 yards of the village the command “ Left front 
into line” was given, and with a yell they rushed into the 
encampment. Captain Noyes had in the mean time wheeled to 
the right and started the herd up the river. . . . With the yell of 
the charging column the Indians sprang up as by magic, and 
poured in a rapid fire from all sides. Egan charged through and 
through the village before Moore’s and Mills’s battalions got 
within supporting distance, and finding things getting very hot, 
formed his line in some high willows on the south side of the 
camp, from which i he poured in rapid volleys upon the 
Indians. Up to this time the Indians supposed-that one com- 
ny was all they had to contend with, but when the other 
attalions appeared, rapidly advancing, deployed as skirmishers, 
and pouring in a galling fire of musketry, they broke on all sides 
and took refuge in the rocks along the side of the mountain. 
The camp, consisting of 110 lodges, with immense quantities of 
robes, fresh meat, and plunder ef all kinds, with over 700 head of 
horses, was in our possession. The work of burning began 
immediately, and soon the whole encampment was in flames. 
Large quantities of ammunition, especially powder, were stored 
in the tepees, and explosions followed the burning of every tent. 
The camp was well supplied with bedding, cooking utensils and 
clothing, all from Red Cloud Agency, while fixed ammunition, 
rcussion. caps, lead and powder were in great abundance. 
hile the work of demolition was going on under the direction 
ef General Reynolds, the Indians poured in a well-directed fire 
from the sides of the mountain and from every available hiding- 
place. Not satisfied with this, they made a determined attack 
on the troops about noon, with a view to regaining posseesicn of 
the camp. Captain Mills, who had charge of the skirmish line, 
perceived their movement, and asked for additional men. These 
were sent in promptly from *s, Noyes’s, Lieutenant J. B. 
Johnson's, Lieutenant Rawolle’s, and Captain Moore’s com- 
panies, and the attack was quickly and handsomely repulsed, 
the Indians retiring in disorder. After the work of destruction 
had been completed, the withdrawal of the troops began, Lieu- 
tenant C. T. Hall, 2d Cavalry, drawing in the Jast line of skirmish 
ers, and the whole command moved sy up the river, 20 
miles, to the mouth of Lodgepole Creek, where it went into 
camp, after two days and one night of constant marching. 

The camp attacked was that of Crazy Horse, who is chief of 
the only remaining band of Ogalaila Sioux now openly hostile. 
The usual estimate employed in numbering Indians is seven per- 
sons to a lodge or tepee. This would give over 700 Indians in the 
encampment, but there did not seem to be éver 500 in this one. 
Probavly several war parties were ont on plundering expeditions 
at the time of the attack. What the Indian loss was could not 
be ascertained, but about 30 were killed near the camp, and 
doubtless many more fell under the sharpshooting of the troops. 
Our casualties were as follows :

Lieutenant Bourke, Mr. Strahorn, and Hospital Steward W. C. 
Bryan went with Egan on the charge, and behaved with decided 

allantry. The last named had a horse killed urder him, and 

jeutenant Bourke had his bridle-rein shot away. Captain 
Egan’s horse was shot through the neck, and most of the horses 
in his company were wounded, and nearly every man had bullet- 
holes through clothing or equipments. Lieutenant Bourke and 
Mr. Strahorn were conspicuous for their coolness.and courage 
throughout the engagement. 

After the fighting was over the troops marched rapidly up the 
river to the mouth of Lodgepole Creek. ‘This point was reached 
at nightfall by all except Moore’s battalion and Captain Egan's 
oun. Company E, 2d Cavalry, was the rear guard, and as- 

ajo 


sisted ¥ r Stanton and the scouts in bringing up the herd of 
horses. Many of these were shot on the road, and the remainder 
reached camp about 9 P.M. The troops had been in the saddle 
for 36 hours, with the exception of five hours during which the 
were fighting, and all, officers, and men, were much exhausted, 
The horses had had no grazing, and began to show sigus of com- 
plete exhaustion. Upon arriving at Lodgepole, it was found that 
General Crook and the other four companies and pack-train had 
not arrived, so that everybody was supperless and without a 
blanket. The night, therefore, was not a cheerful one, but not 
a murmur was heard. The wounded men lay upon the snow or 
eee aguinet a tree, and slept as best they could on sv cold a 
night. 

Owing to some misunderstanding, our four dead men were left 
on the eld to be mutilated by the Indians. How this occurred 
is not fully explained, and may be the subject of investigation. 
These men could have been removed easily. but they were not, 
and that they were not caused a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among the troops. 

Saturday at noon General Crook and the remainder of the com- 
mand arrived. In the meantime a portion of the herd of ponies 
had straggled into the ravines, and fallen into the hands of the 
Indians. ‘The village was very rich in plunder—the accumula- 
tiona of a great many stealing expeditions. This was all effect- 
ually destroyed, not enough being left to make a respectable bed 
for a pappoose. 

It does not seem probable that there are half as many host ile 

Indians in this northern country as the War Department has sup- 
posed. For nearly two weeks this command has been marching 
through the best part of the whole unceded Sioux Jands, and it 
bas nut seen 1,000 Indians in all. I doubtif there are 3,000 hos- 
tile people south of the Misseuri and east of the Big Horn Moun- 
tains. Other military expeditions will soon follow this one, and 
in the end all these tribes will be glad to take agency rations, 
poor and insufficient as they generally are, for the rest of their 
uays. 
The scene of this engagement is on the left bank of the main 
Powder River, about 85 miles north of old Fort Reno, very near 
the southern boundry of Montana. This region is terribly rough 
and sterile, and only the narrow river bed, running deep down 
in the canons, uffords water and limited pasturage. The country 
bas no attractions for a civilized man, and can offer nothing in 
mitigation of its general sterility and worthlessness. I must 
decidedly agree with General Hazen in his view of the barren- 
ness and utterly valueless character of this whole region of 
country, in respect to its adaptability to agricultural and pas- 
teral uses. As a fastness for a few wretched Indians it has its 
advantages. Even these can only live in it by stealing from the 
frontiers and the agencies. To rely upon game would be to em- 
brace starvation, for there is very little to be found. 

It is hardly proper to close this sketch of the engagement with- 
out referring more particularly to those causes which prevented 
its complete success. First among these was the failure of Cap- 
tain Moure’s battalion to reach the position assigned it in the 
rear of the village, ora point covering the rear, before the charge 
was made by Captain Egan. This failure allowed the Indians to 
make good their escape to the rocky fastnesses of the mountains 
overleoking the valley, from which they subsequently poured in 
a galling fire upon our troops. Moorc’s battalion was a strong 
one in number, and needed oulv to be Jed to the front where it 
could be effective to de good service. When it was discovered 
that the battalion would not be at the place assigned it, and that 
its commander did net apparently intend to put it there, Major 
Stanton and Lieut. — with five men, left it and went on, 
taking up the position which the battalion should have occupied 
and gave the flying eavages the best enfilading fire they could. 
But thev were too few to prevent the escape of the Indians. This 
was the first serious blunder. The next was that after the herd 
of ponies, numbering over 700, had beea captured, driven twenty 
miles from the scene of action, and turned over to General Rey- 
polds, commanding the troops, he failed to place a guard around 
them, so that the greater portion of them strayed o during the 
night, and were picked up by the Indians. Furthermore, there 
were large quantities of buffalo meat and venison in the village, 
which Gen. Crook had directed, in case of capture, to be brought 
out for the use of the troeps, who were on half rations of fresh 
meat. This was not done, and as a result, the soldiers have had 
no fresh meat except ponies since that time.

R. 90) has been introduced 
into Congress, to authorize the removal of the Naval 
laboratory from the, in many respects, unsuitable 
and dangerous location, at the Washington Navy-yard, 
to the grounds of the naval’experimental battery, at 
Annapolis, Md. 

THE engagement of Master Aaron Ward, now on 
duty on board the Franklin, to Miss Willis, of tlie 
American colony, at Nice, is announced. Wedding 
will take place soon after Easter. The lady is the 
daughter of Richard S. Willis, of New York, and 
niece of the late N. P. Willis, the poet. 

Tue Norfolk Virginian reports that the steamers 
Lawrence and Macedonian, recently sold by the Gov- 
ernment, have been taken up beyond the Navy-yard 
about a mile, to Burton’s Point, for the purpose of 
being cut down totheir Juwer gundecks, and from 
there they will be towed to New York by their owners. 

Tue Navy Department is in receipt of despatches 
from Rear-Admiral Reynolds, dated at Shanghai, Feb. 
29. The Zennessce left Nagasaki from Wocsung Jan. 
27, and anchored the 30th, aftera smooth passage. She 
expected to remain there until the Monocacy completed 
repairs. The Kearsarge was going over to Yokohama; 
and the Yuntic to Amoy, in about three weeks. The 
Palos expected to leave in a short time for Ningpo. 

A Hone Kong paper of Feb. 15th says: The U. §, 
steam frigate Zennessee arrived in the river from Naga- 
saki on the afternoon of the 30th ult. She anchored at 
Woosung, abreast the harbormaster’s house, and while 
swinging to the flood tide which was unusually strong, 
she took the ground astern. A telegram was imme- 
diately sent to Shanghai for assistance, and the tug 
steamers Jokelin and Rocket proceeded to the spot. 
They succeeded in getting her eft at 3:15 Pp. M. on the 
3ist ult. 

Tne New York Sun has recently made some damag- 
ing statements concerning the 77renion, how being com- 
pleted at Brooklyn, which are, we fear, nearer the 
truth than some of the Suwn’s statements. So much of 
the article is true as relates to the dangerous weakening 
of the stern of the Z'renton by the insertion of a large 
shaft and sleeve when a smaller one was intended, 
The copper bolts were cut through in boring for the 
large shaft, and the machinery is part of a lot belong- 
ing toa much larger ship. The stern of the Zrentun 
had to be increased in thickness by oak strips, in order 
to fit the large brass boss, which protects the stern 
where the shaft emerges. ‘This boss went from the 
yard some time ago, and came back in exactly the 
same condition as when it went. It was recognized by 
a white paint mark which had not been removed. The 
Sun puts the case too strongly when it says the 7ren- 
ton is ruined, but, certainly, she has been seriously 
weakened by the failure to protest against such work. 

Mr. Whitthorne, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, has secured the passage of his bill 
requiring the Secretary of the Navy to submit to Con- 
gress itemized estimates of appropriations needed by 
the Department. By the bill as agreed to, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy is hereafter not only required to esti- 
mate the amount which will be needed for the support 
of each bureau of his Department, but to analyze each 
item, showing, first, the general head under which 
money for each bureau is to be used, and, secondly, 
the specific items to which it is to be applied under 
each of these heads. The yearly estimates sent to the 
British House of Commons for the corresponding de- 
partment of the British Government cover from 100 to 
125 pages of an official document, while the estimates 
as now made by our Navy Department fill only two or 
three pages of the book of appropriations. 

CoMMANDER Geo. W. Hayward, commanding the 
Supply, writes to the Department from Leghorn, Italy, 
under date of March 20, that the Supply arrived there 
March 5, from Civita Vecchia, having received on 
board at the latter place all works of American artists 
in Rome, intended for the Centennial Exhibition, to- 
gether with the monumental portion of the naval mon- 
ument. The weather at Leghorn had been so bad as 
to interfere greatly with the receipt of goods. The 
architectural portion of the monument had been taken 
on board with the exception of one block, too large to 
go into the hatchway of the Supply, and would be 
shipped by the bark Geo. Peabody, to Philadelphia. 
The Supply left Leghorn March 20 for Gibraltar, with 
fair prospects of a favorable passage. A gale of wind 
had been blowing for three days previously. At 
Gibraltar she is to receive from the U. 8. S. Franklin 
the contributions collected at Southampton and Cher- 


bourg. She will probably reach Philadelphia about 
the opening of the Centennial—favorable circumstanccs 
‘May bring her there by the 1st of May. ©

Tue New York Zimer, of March 80th, says: ‘‘ The 
Subcommittee of the Committee on Naval Affairs that 
examin2d the Eastern Navy-yards have returned. 
They claim to have taken testimony showing over pay- 
ment to the contractors, J. W. Griffiths, for the Enter- 
prise, at Portsmouth, and Donaid McKay, for the 
Adams and Essex, at Boston. The charge is that the 
overpayment to Griffiths amounts to $15,000, and to 
McKay, $22,000. The contracts in the case of the 
Enterprise have been changed twice, one contract re- 
placing another. The plea for increase was that the 
Government had caused delays for which the contrac- 
tors were not responsible. It is claimed that the evi- 
dence is abundant that there have been no delays 
caused by the Government, but that on the contrary 
Griffiths was delinquent on his contract at least ten 
tuousand dollars for work forfeited. A resolution was 
passed and sent to the Secretary of the Navy request- 
ing that payments to these contractors be stopped, the 
committee believing that the Government is being 
wronged.” 








FORTIFICATIONS FOR CHINA. 


Apropos of Norman Wiard’s plan of fortification 
for China, of which we published a description re- 
cently, an ofticer writes: “ It must be a matter of regret 
te all thoughtful Americans, tliat genius is com- 
pelled to go abroad for recognition, and that our own 
Government has failed to appreciate the great advan- 
tages of this system of defence, and to secure it for the 
protection of our own coast. One great advantage 18 
its security from torpedoes and from the impact of 
floating rams. We need not mention the numerous 
instances of the destruction of harbor forts by torpe- 
does, and it is well understood that the builders and 
defenders of these forts are, and have been for years, 
in a state of great apprehension on account of the im- 
minent danger of their being destroyed by the impact 
of a floating ram, in which case our cities and depots will 
be left at the mercy of the enterprising navy of an 
enemy. Another great advantage is the compactness 
of the battery. ‘Two hundred 15-inch guns are placed 
on a perimetre of 1,200 feet, 6 feet from centre to cen- 
tre, and 18 or 20 inches between the breaches of the 
guns. The guns are to be all in barbette, and a rec- 
tangular space 500 ft. by 100 ft. isto contajn 200 guns. 
The full advantage of this arrangement can best be 
seen when it is drawn to a scale, when it will appear 
that the guns occupy nearly all the space, and afford a 
good protection from both vertical and horizontal fire. 
‘The cannoniers being small, as the Chinese usually 
are, will find abundant protection bebind and under 
the guns. Hence we do not qui'e see the necessity of the 
bomb-proof with which Mr. Wiard proposes to cover 
his guns. The height of the work, 300 feet, must 
command our admiration for boldness of conception, 
and there is nothing left in the way of promptness, as 
but one year is required te build and equip tne forts. 
It is true that with the sand slopes above water and 
pierres perdues below, the foundation may be two 
thousand feet long, but Mr. Wiard has prepared for 
this, as a part of his plan is to make the channels of 
the rivers and harbors conform to his fort, and it is 
well known to engineers that nothing is easier to regu- 
late than the channels of rivers. 

‘Certainly China is to be congratulated upon her in- 
tellectual freedom, which permits her to adopt a course 
at variance with received opinions, which exercise such 
a dominant influence in other countries, obstructing 
the march of progress.” 

Mr. Wiard is represented, by the San Francisco 
Chronicle, as saying in an interview with its reporter : 
I propose to supply fortifications and ordnance capable 
of resisting the attack of any sea vessels whatever. It 
is by a new plan of my own. I propose to place in 
the centre of the channel of the harbor or river, as 
the case may be, a brick fort of 300 feet high. The 
centre only will be of brick, and the sides composed 
of a sand slope from the top reaching to the water line. 
Below that the slope will be continued with rubble- 
stone. The brick centre will be perhaps 500 feet long 
by 100 feet wide, and the guns will be placed only on 
top. In shape the whole fort will be a truncated pyra- 
mid, with a parallelogram shaped base. The great 
height of the guns will place them out of reach of 
ships’ guns, and from the top of the fort a plunging 
fire can be sent that will sink any ship that attempts to 
pass. The channel will be so altered by dredging or 
filling, as may be necessary, that the vessel entering 
the harbor must pass within easy range of the fort. 
One year would be required for the work, and the fort 
would be armed with 200 guns and bomb-proof pro- 
vided for protection against mortars,

ARMY OPINIONS ON THE ARMY BILL. 


HATEVER may be the demerits of tie Army 

pay bill just paased by the House, there is 

little doubt that the provisions of the bill ‘‘to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Army of the United States, 
to provide for its gradual reduction and to consoli- 
date certain of its staff departments and for otber 
purposes,” is in its main features a good and sensible 


one. 

Its original (H. R. 2264) was published in full in 
the JourNaL of March 4, page 482, and the changes 
noted on our editorial pages last week. The most 
important changes made by the committee are in the 


sections which we print in full as follows: 


Sec. 2. That the regimental organization of the artillery is 
hereby abolished, and the present arm will hereafter be known 
as the Corps of Artillery, to consist of five batteries of light artil- 
lery, fifty-five batteries of artillery, all with the organization as 
now provided by law; one chief of artillery, with the rank of 
brigadier-general; two colonels who shall be ex-ofticio inspectors 
of artillery when assigned by the President; four lieutenant-col- 
onels; six majors; sixty captains; one hundred and twenty firet 
lieutenants; sixty-five second lieutenants: Provided, That the 
officers of the light artillery shall receive the mounted pay of 
their respective des, and, when the President may deem it 
necessary, five of the other batteries shall be designated and 


equipped as light artillery. 

he chief of artillery, as herein provided, shall be selected 
from among the colonels of artillery, length of service, military 
record, and efficiency in view; and the officers other than the 
chief of artillery shall take rank in the corps according to the 
dates of commissions under which they are now serving, but 
where the rank of an officer has been fixed under a transfer from 
another arm of service to the artillery, he shall not take rank to 
the prejudice of any officer now on the roster above him; the 
original vacancy in the grade of lieutenant-colonel shall be filled 


by seniority. 

Sec.3. That no officer of the Corps of Artillery below the rank 
of major shall hereafter be promoted to a higher grade without 
having passed a satisfactory examination before a board of three 
artillery officers senior to kim in rank; and should the officer fail 
at such examimation, he shall be suspended for one year, when 
he shall be re-examined, and upon a second failure shall be, by 
the President, dropped from the Army. 

Sec 4. That tbe Secretary of War shall convene a board of artil- 
lery officers to prepare a suitable course of instruction for the 
corps, and to report measures best suited to its highest efficiency 


in all respects. 

Sec. 7. That the Secretary of War shall convene a board of cav- 
alry officers and a board of infantry officers to prepare a plan for 
an otticers’ school for the cavairy and infantry arms respectively, 
and for the education of non-commissioned officers and privates, 
and thereunder, if approved by the General of the Army, snit- 
able estimates, for the establishment of the schools at posts 
already provided, with the necessary quarters, shall be submit- 
ted to Congress. 

Sec. 27. That no officer now in the Service shall be reduced in 
rank or mustered out by reason of any provision herein reducing 
the number of officers of tbe line and staff, except as provided 
under sections 16 and 17 of this act. 


Since the appearance of the bill, we have received 
many communications on its contents which we 
shall briefly epitomize. One correspondent suggests 
that some safeguard should be thrown around the 
examination for promotion in the artillery, provided 
for by section 3, to prevent its being used to exclude 
volunteer and army appointments trom a fair compe- 
tition. It appears that there are at present oaly 
two civil appointments among the field officers of 
artillery, and as there are some things no officer can 
learn outside of West Point, the graduates would 
always have it in their power to exclude non-gradu- 
ates from promotion by framing an examination un- 
fairly. We imagine, however, that this fear is 
groundless, as in the Ordnance Department, which 
has pursued a similar system for years, there are civil 
appointments to-day, not many, but enough to pre- 
serve the corps from the reproach of exclusiveness. 
If, however, the examination system should result 
in placing the artillery entirely in the hands of gradu- 
ates, there is httle doubt that the Service would be 
benetited, as it must be confessed that their education 
is more or less wasted in the infantry and cavalry 
arms of the Service, which do not require the same 
technical knowledge. The clause providing for 
education of officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates, in infantry and cavalry duties, is quite 
necessary, if the system of promotion from the ranks 
is to be fairly tried. 

Section 24, abolishing the laundresses, has given 
rise to a number of letters. It will entail incon- 
venience on the men, but not more so than in war 
time. Section 23, as numerous correspondents on 
the Bannine Dill think, does great injustice to all 
the non-commissioned staft officers in the Army, by 
placing company first sergeants in a better position 
jas to pay than their seniors in rank, and in this

so as to make a practicable scale of pay on the basis 
already established by it, otherwise it will remain 
entirely anomalous, if not subversive of discipline. 
The features of the Section IT. changing the organi- 
zation of the artillery from that by regiments to a sepa- 
rate corps are those which cause the greatest diversity 
of opinion among officers, those of the artillery in- 
cluded. The object apparent on the face of the bill 
is to separate the status of the artillery officers from 
that of the infantry and cavalry, and in this it will 
assimilate the American artillery to that of most 
foreign services. By leaving a certain number of 
field officers it provides for the exigencies of two or 
more batteries, being combined at a station or with 
a division or corps, without the necessity of putting 
together units from several regiments at a time, and 
the abolition of the regiment may perhaps be a 
relief to those colonels of artillery who have never 
seen their regiments together since they were com- 
missioned, and are weary of nothing to do. 





Tue Army Pay Bill, as it passed the House, is as 


follows: 
A bill to regulate the pay and allowances for forage and quarters 
of Army officers: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United states of America in Congress assembled, That the officers 
of the Army shall be entitied to the pay herein stated after their 
respective designations : The General, $10,000 a year; the Lieu- 
tenant-General, $8,000 a year ; a major-general, $6,000 a year; a 
brigadier-general, $5.000 a year ; acolonel, $3,500 a year; a lieu- 
tenant colonel, $3,000 a year ; a major, $2,500 a year; a captain 
(mounted), $2,000 a year; a captain (not mounted), $1.800 a year; 
an adjutant, $1,800 a year; a regimental quartermaster, $1,800 a 
year; a first lheutenan!. (mounted), $1,600 a — a first lieutenant 
(not mounted), $1,500 a year; a second lieutenant (mounted), 
$1,500 a year; a second lieutenant (not mounted), $1,400 a year; 
Provided, That for the first four years’ service second lieutenants 
(mounted) shall receive $1,309 a year and second lieutenants (not 
mounted) ehall receive $1,200 a year. A chaplain, $1,200 a year; 
the ordnance storekeeper at Springfield armory, $2,000 a year; all 
other storekeepers, $2,000 a year. 

Sec. 2. That forage in kind may be furnished to the officers by 
the Quartermaster’s Department only for horses kept and ueed 
by such officers in the performance of their official duties, as 
follows : To the General, for three horses ; to the Lieutevant- 
General, for three horses; to a major-general, for two horses; to 
a brigadier-general, for two horses ; to a colonel, for two horses; 
to a lieutenant-colonel, :or two horses; to a major, for two borses; 
to a captain (mounted), for one horse; when on duty in the field, 
for two horses; to a lientepant (mounted), for one horse ; when 
on duty in the field, for two horses; to an adjutant, for one 
horse; to a regimental quartermaster, for one horse. 

Sec. 3. That now or hereafter no officer selected, detailed, or 
assigned to duty upon the staff of, or as aid to, the General or 
Lieutenant-General shall be entitled to or receive any additional 
pay or allowances by reason of such selection, detail or assign- 
ment, except that of the next grade above his actual rank in the 
Army: Provided, That the pay and allowances of no officer upon 
the staff of the General shal] be more than the pay and allowances 
of a colonel of cavalry, or upon the staff of the Lieutenant- 
General, more than the pay and allowances of a lieutenant-colonel 
of cavalry. 

Sec. 4. That,at all posts and stations where there are no public 
quarters, officers may be furnished with quarters in kind by the 
Quartermaster’s Department as now allowed by regulations: 
Provided, That the amount paid is not in excess of $12 per room 

er month, except at San Francisco, where the amount shall not 
Be in excess of $15 per room per month: And further provided, 
That the allowance of rented quarters and fuel shall not in- 
crease the pay and allowances of any officer beyond the sum of 

5,000 





Sec. 5. That so much of the act entitled ‘* An act to increase 
and fix the military peace establishment of the United States,”’ 
approved July 28, 1866, as authorized regimental adjutants and 
quartermasters to be extra licutenants, be, and the same is here- 
by, repealed: Provided, That the officers now holaing said posi- 
tions shall not be displaced from the grades of first or second 
lieutenant, respectively, as now held, but assigned, without pre- 
judice to their rank, to th first vacancies occurring among the 
sieutenante of their respective grades. 

Src. 6. That all chaplains hereafter appointed shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of four years only, subject to re-appointment 
by the President, with the advice and cunsent «f the Senate. 

Src. 7. That sections 1261 and 1271 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, ana ali other acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith, be, anc the same are hereby, repealed. 


Section 1 of the bill is the same as section 1261 
Revised Statutes, with the exception of the reductions 
in pay. The pay proper for general officers is reduced 
$3,500 per annum for the General, $3,000 for the 
Lieutenant-General, $1,500 for Major-Generals, and 
$500 tor Brigadier Generals. The pay of chaplains 
is reduced $500, and that of the Ordnance store- 
keeper, at Springfield Arsenal, $500. The extra pay 
for aids to major-generals and brigadier-generals, as 
well as that tor acting assistant commissaries of sub- 
sistence, is abolished altogether. 

So far as we can see the longevity pay is not affected 
by this bill, and Mr. Bannrna has privately stated 
that it is not intended to be. Section 1261 Revised 
Statutes, fixing the pay proper is repealed, and sec- 
tion 1271 regulating the forage allowance. The 
authority for longevity pay is found in section 1262 
Revised Statutes, which is not repealed specifically, 
and we do not see how it can be construed to come 
within the general repealing clause as ‘‘ inconsistent 
herewith.” The language of the first sections of the 
bill is identical with sections 1261 of the Revised 
Statutes, except as to amount of pay, and if section 
1261, as it now stands, is not incompatible with 1262, 
we do not see why it should be as changed. 

The reduction in the pay of general officers is a 
piece of political “legislation, for which there is no 
demand in public necessity, and none in any public 
opinion other than that which perpetuates the ani- 
mosities of the war, and seeks to turn the popular 
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cry of retrenchment to its own purposes of revenge. 
Otherwise, why should these public servants, who 
have been selected as the conspicuous objects of the 
nation’s gratitude, for services rendered, be signalled 
out as the special victims of a retrenchment, which 
forms no part of any-well considered plan, free at 
least from the suspicion of personal application? The 
saving to be effected by the bill, according to Mr. BAN- 
NING, is $60,000 yearly, an average of $3,300 for each 
of the eighteen officers affected. In justification of 
this reduction he said, “ this reduction is made in 
accordance with the advice of General SHERMAN, who 
has said: ‘If you are going to reduce, cut off at the 
head and not at the foot.’” 

What General SHerman said referred to the cut- 
ting down in numbers and not in pay, and there was 
& very obvious emphasis on the if, which Mz. Ban- 
NING finds it conveniert to omit in making use of the 
generous self-sucrifice of an officer of world-wide 
reputation to his own disadvantage. In answer to 
the objection that the country owes this gratitude to 
these men, and that their present status should not 
be disturbed on that account, what has the mover of 
this bill to say? Only this, ‘ But, sir, the country 
can never pay the debt of gratitude it owes the sol- 
diers of the Army in dollars and cents. The 
soldier did not fight for money, but for the Govern- 
ment of his iathers.” The same argument would 
justify the instant dismissal without pay of every 
officer who has deserved well of his country, and the 
abolishing of the pension roll, Because our debt is 
so great, we should at once repudiate it, and nothing 
less, is the argument of Mr. Bannine in the House. 

Luckily for the honor and good name of the 
American pation, which could not escape the stain 
ot ingratitude were this bill to become a law, the 
Senate of the United States, remains, and we have no 
fear but that its action will remove the mischievous 
features of the pay bill, as it has already done those 
of the West Point bill. Economy is good, but a 
pinching penny-wise policy that would cripple and 
dishearten the Army by showing its members once 
more the proverbial ingratitude of republics, is every 
way to be condemned. Its truest exponent is found 
in the spectacle commemorated by a modern poet in 
the ballad of “ Over the hills to the poor-house,” and 


that is where it ends. 


Tne Secretary of War and General SHERMAN 
made a flying visit to New York early this week, and 
spent Sunday and Monday in visiting the forts and 
military posts in the harbor. They were accompa- 
nied by Generals Por and TouRTELLOTTE, of General 
SHERMAN’s staff, and were met at Jersey City on 
their arrival Sunday morning by Major-General 
Hancock, Generals Fry, SAWTELLE, and MitTcaELL, 
of his staff, and the Editor of the Army anp Navy 
JouRNAL. The tug Henry Smith was placed at the 
disposal of the party, and Sunday was spent in in- 
formal visits to Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth, and 
to the Ordnance Station at Sandy Hook. No salutes 
were fired and no change made in the ordinary rou- 
tine of Sunday morning inspection. The party 
breakfasted with Gevera] Getty at Fort Hamilton, 
and the officers of the garrison were informally pre- 
sented to Secretary Tart. At Sandy Hook a lunch 
was provided by Colonel Crispin and Major McKexr, 
of the Ordnance Corps, and the character of the ex- 
periments being conducted by them explained to 
the Secretary. Sunday was a beautiful day, but 
Monday was dismal with rain. In spite of the rain 
the excursion was renewed, Governor’s Island, Hell 
Gate, Willet’s Point, and Fort Schuyler being 
visited this time. The troops at Governor’s Island 
were reviewed and inspected, and, though recruits, 
made an exhibition most creditable to Colonel Cror- 
Ton and the other officers in command. At Hurl 
Gate the works in progress for blowing up the East 
River, under the charge of Gen. NewrTon, were in- 
spected. At Willet’s Point the torpedo experiments 
were explained at length by General Assor, and a 
practical illustration given by Secretary Tart’s 
setting off a submerged torpedo. General Tower, 
Engineer Corps, and Maj. Burr, 9th Inf., were added 
to the party on Monday, and salutes were fired at 
Governor’s Island and Willet’s Point. This excur- 
sion of two days gave Secretary Tarr an excellent 
opportunity of learning something of the working of 
our military system in some of its departments, as 


being carried on in the departments of heavy artillery 
and torpedoes—the chief reliances for our defence 
against foreign assault. The new Secretary most 
favorably impressed those who met him with his 
kindliness, intelligence, and sound common sense. 








Mr. TownsEnpD, of New York, has introduced a 
bill in the House (H. R. 2730), ‘‘ to reduce, reorgan- 
ize, and increase the efficacy of the Marine Corps of 
the United States.” This bill provides for the organ- 
ization of the corps into a brigade of twenty-five 
companies commanded by a brigadier, with twenty- 
five of each grade of company officers, while the 
field and staff remains as at present. The composition 
of the enlisted men is changed to assimilate to that 
of the Army in each company with onc first sergeant, 
four sergeants, eight corporals, four musicians, and 
from fifty to eighty privates. Besides this there is 
provision for fifty sergeants-at arms, and the Marine 
band, which is to be called the National band, and 
stationed at Washington. Section 4 provides that 
vacancies in the lower ranks of commissioned officers 
shall be filled by “such graduates of the Military 
and Naval Academy as may so elect.” Section 5 pro- 
vides for ten m»rine cadets at Annapolis to be taught 
infantry and artillery, laws of war, art of war, and 
military engineering in place of seamanship aloft an 
navigation. Section 6 provides for a board to ex 
amine all officers for promotion, and 7, 8, 9, 10 pre- 





scribe the particulars. Section 18 provides for the 
transfer of Marine Headquarters, Washington, to the 
Navy Department. Sections 19 and 20 put the 
enlisted men on ihe same footing with regard to 
warrants and.promotion, and good conduct badges, 
as in the Army and Navy respectively. Section 21 
prescribes the duties of the “ sergeunts-at-arms” pro- 
vided for earlier. They are to exercise the duties of 
master at-arms or captains of the watch. Section 22 
provides for the employment of marines of ten years 
service, instead of civilian watchmen in the Navy- 








yard, 
This bill, if it passes, will exercise a great influence 
on the future of the corps. 





THE effort to place the Indian Bureau under con- 
trol of the War Department has been supplemented, 
during the present Congress, by another to place the 
Pension Bureau under the same control, and the 
House Committee on Invalid Pensions has reported a 
bill (H. R. 2590) for that purpose. The Committee 
on Military Affairs has likewise reported a bill for 
the transfer of the Indian Bureau (HU. R. 2592). The 
Committee on Indian Aftairs has submitted a similar 
bill (H. R. 2677). The Pension bill provides for a 
complete transfer of all duties her :tolore exercised 
by the Secretary of the Interior and Pension agents, 
to the Secretary of War and commissioned officers as 
well as civilian employees in the proportions judged 
necessary, the transfer to take place July 1, 1877. 
The Indian Bureau Transfer Acts are equally, if not 
more sweeping. They provide for the government 
of the Indians through department ard post com- 
manders, their supply through the Supply Depart- 
ments, their sanitary supervision by the Medical De- 
partment, and for a fu] census taken of all Indians 
in the United States.

The revelations of this wit- 
ness had nothing to do with expenditures in the 
War Department, but as they concerned an Army 
officer, Colonel Bascock, of the Engineers—he was 
allowed and encouraged to goon.

thing to the discredit of the Service. The rules of. 
evidence which prevail elsewhere have been wholly 
disregarded by the Congressional inquisitions, and 
every witness has been permitted and encouraged to 
state, not only a!l he knows, but all he has heard, 
conjectured, or dreamed. We shall be glad if, 
even under this system, irregular practices are 
brought to light and corrected, but the sentiment of 
the Services will visit with the severest condemna- 
tion any officer who sbows himself unwilling to be 
held to strict accountability for what he says to the 
discredit of others without being prepared to prove 
his statements to the letter.

SOME FACTS IN NAVAL ADMINISTRATION 


VERSUS SUPPLEMENT TO CHAPTER XV. OF ‘* THOUGHTS 
ON NAVAL ADMINISTRATION.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Str: Since the writer of ‘‘ Thoughts” has ‘‘ done once 
and for all” with his critic, it may savor of a controver- 
sial spirit to present anything further on the subject; yet, 
we are so sure that the great majority of your readers 
are unprejudiced and fair enough to hear somewhat on 
both sides, that we thank yuu for your former cour- 
tesy, and pray you to grant us some further space. 

in reference to the Princeton, ‘* Naval Officer” quotes 
from an eminent author that her performance was ex- 
ceedingly econowaical; which is no refutation of our 
point, that the engines were fearfully and wonderfully 
made, and not imitated even by their inventor. 

When we wrote, we were not aware that the San Ja- 
cinto had had two sets of engines; we have since learned 
that she had, and that the first set, designed by a naval 
engineer, were not eminently successful. hile we 
cheerfully make the amende for our mistake, we sug- 
gest that this single failure does not mitigate seriously 
against that engineer, who was aiso the designer of the 
Powhatan and Water Witch, the former of which is as 
old and quite as fast as the Saranac. 

‘* Naval Officer” seems to imply, in writing of the 
Minnesota and Merrimac class, that since three of them 
had * Penn’s trunk engines,” and two had back-acting 
engines, no further question of ‘“ designing’”’ existed 
with regard to sizes and proportions of details. Profes- 
sional readers will know better. But he new tells us 
that the main trouble with these vessels was not in the 
engines, but in the Jack of boiler power, the boilers be- 
ing those patented by Chief Engineer D. B. Martin, 
U.S.N. It ** Naval Officer” had quoted a trifle more 
from Experimental Researches (he is mistaken about 
Precedents), he would have told us that on page 215 of 
vol. i., the boilers are credited with ‘‘high evapora- 
tion,” and that the great fault was in the ‘* enormous 
cylinder capacity.” 

Iu the admission that he was incorrect about the 


“public trials,” and that the speed in those trials was 
greater in the Bureau’s vessels. It was, therefore, 
hardly fair in the author of ‘‘ Supplement to Thoughts” 
to hold up this statement on a specific point, as if it 
was a general championing of all the Bureau’s doings; 
or to oppose to it the Report of the Board of Engineer- 
ing experts. Moreover, he does not state in reference 
to said Report, that the comparison therein made was 
in regard to — capacity. Now, as the Bureau at 
that time cylinders of smaller diameter than other 
designers, and followed further, this method of com- 
parison loses much of its force. 

As to the compound engine, the very number of the 
JOURNAL in which ‘‘ Naval Officer” says he might 
quote pages in support of his position, contains ex- 
tracts from a Parliamentary Report, which show that 
men who had made the subject the study of their 
lives, had come to a conclusion the reverse of that so 
positively embraced by him. For more than a genera- 
tion, scientific and practical men, with well-balanced 
minds, have discussed this question, which a ‘‘ Naval 
seaman” assumes to sum up with a few strokes of his 
pen.

“‘Theughts,” that the use of compound-engines neces-

Grand total L. W. L. Displacement of flect, say 
249,000 tons, which may be roughly taken as the 
equivalent of the register tonnage previously alluded 
to. Assuming the cost of construction at even the ex- 
cessive figure of $350 perton weight of new ships,

Observe, however, that to maintain 
our present fleet efficiently on twelve millions per an- 
num, some huge reforms are necessary, such as the 
repeal of the eight-hour Jaw,} the climination of the 
question of partisan politics from naval appointment, 
the closing of unnecessary naval stations, and reduction 
of all unnecessary expenses, the curtailment of certain

by mo number of working hours, the same as in private establish- 
ments. 
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salaries and wages, the reduction of the personnel to the 
number of persons actually needed, the establishment 
of a proper civil service in connection with dockyard 
work, etc., etc. 

Civil service reform, in its true sense, is merely the 
retention, and advancement gradually of such persons 
as prove themselves on trial to be honest, capable, and 
faithful to the Goverrment interests, irrespective of 
their political opinions. 

The plan by which it is proposed to maintain the 
Navy on an expenditure of twelve millions per annum 
will be elaborated in subsequent chapters. That it 
can be done is certain—whether it ever will be done is 
another matter. We can only indicate the path to be 
followed. 

The path of duty and self-denial is ever narrow, and 
beset on all sides with difficulty and opposition coming 
from interested quarters. ’ 

It is the surmounting of these difficulties which in- 
dicates the stuft of which men are made. 

The broader and pleasanter path which leads the 
other way is too often taken heedless of obligajion and 
warning, though the Latin saying is still as trite now 
as in the days in which it was written, Facilis est 
descensus Averni.

THE BELKNAP IMPEACHMENT. 


In the House, on Thursday, March 30, Mr. Knott, 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, formally pre- 
sented the articles of impeachment against Wm. W 
Belknap, late Secretary of War, which were ordered 
printed and recommitted to the committee. The 
articles are condensed as follows: 

Articles exhibited by the House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in the names of themselves and of 
all the people of the United States of America, against Wm. 
W. Belknap, late Secretary of War, in maintenance and 
support of their impeachment against him for high crimes 
and misdemeanors while in said office. 

ARTICLE I. 

That Wm. W. Belknap, while he was in office as Secretary of 
War of the United States of America, to wit, on the 8th day of 
Uctober, 1870, had the power and authority, under the laws of 
the United States, as Secretary of War as aforesaid, to appoint 
a person to maintain a trading establishment at Fort Sill, a mih- 
tary post of the United States; that said Belknap, as Secretary 
of War as aforezaid, on the day and year aforesaid, promised to 
appoint one Caleb P. Marsh to maintain said trading establish- 
ment at said military post: that thereafter, to wit, on the day 
nud year aforesaid, the said Caleb P. Marsh and one John 8. 
Evans entered into an agreement in writing substantially as 
follows, to wit : 

Here folloivs the well known agreement; 

That thereafter, to wit, on the 10th day of October, 1870, said 
Belknap, as Secretary of War aforesaid, did, at the instance and 
request of said Marsh, at the city of Washington, in the District 
of Columbia, appoint said John 8. Evans to maintain said trad- 
ing establishment at Fort Sill, the military post aforesaid, and in 
consideration of said appointment of said Evans, so made by 
him as Secretary of War as aforesaid, the said Belknap did, on 
or about the 2d day of November, 1870, unlawfully and corruptly 
receive from said Caleb P. Marsh the sum of $1,500, and that at 
divers times thereafter, to wit, on or about the 17th day of Janu- 
ary, 1871, and ator about the end of each three months during 
the term of one whole year, the said Wm. W. Belknap, while 
still in office as Secretary of War as aforesaid, did unlawfully 
receive from said Caleb P. Marsh like sums of $1,500, in con- 
sideration of the appointment of the said John 8, Evans by him, 
the said Belknap, as Secretary of War as aforesaid, and in con- 
sideratiou of his permitting eaid Evans to continue to maintain 
the said trading establishment at said military post during that 
time; whereby the said Wm. W. Belknap, who was then Secre- 
tary of War as aforesaid, was guilty of high crimes and mis- 
demeanors in office. 

Articles II., III, IV. and V. are of the same nature 
as Article II., aud specify different sums received from 
Marsh at different dates, ‘‘ all of which acts and doings 
were while the said Belknap was Secretary of War of 
the United States, as aforesaid, and were a high mis- 
demeanor in said office.” 

Article V. closes as follews: 

And the House of Representatives by protection, -saving to 
themselves the liberty of exhibiting at any time hereafter any 
further articles of accusation or impeachment against the said 
William W. Belknap, late Secretary of War of the United States, 
and also of replying to his answers which he sball make unto the 
articles herein preferred against him, and of offering proof to the 
same and every part thereof, and to all and every other article, 
accusation, or impeachment which shall be exhibited by them, 
as the case shall require, do demand that the said William W. 
Belknap may be put to answer the high crimes and misdemean- 
ors in office herein charged against him, and that such proceed- 
iugs, examinativne, trials and judgments may be thereupon had 
and given as may be agreeable to law and justice. 

Resolved, That seven managers be appointed by ballot. to con- 
duct the impeachment exhibited against William W. Belknay, 
late Secretary of War of the United States. ; 

These articles were called up on April 3, and 
adopted, the last resolution being finally modified as 
foliows: Resolved, That Messrs. Scott Lord, of New 
York; J. Proctor Knott, of Kentucky; William P. 
uynde, of Wisconsin ; John A. MacMahon, of Ohio; 
George A. Jenks, of Pennsylvania ; Eldridge G. Lap- 
ham, of New York; and George F. Hoar, of Massa- 
chucetts, be, and they are hereby, appvinted managers 
cn the part of the House to conduct the impeachment 
exhibited against William W. Belknap, late Secretary 
of War of the United States. 

On the same day, Mr. George Adams, Clerk of the 
House of Representatives, appeared at the bar of the 
Senate, and said: Mr. President, I am directed to in- 
form the Senate that the House of Representatives 
has passed the following resolutions: 

{The resolutions simply instruct the managers appointed to 
conduct the impeachment to present the articles of impeachment 
to the Senate, and direct the Clerk of the House to convey a 
message to the Senate, informing it of the action of the House 
in the matter]. 

The President pro tempore. The Secretary will in- 
form the House of Representatives that the Senate 
will receive the managers for the purpose of exhibiting 
articles of impeachment agreeably to notice received. 
The Clerk of the House thereupon withdrew. 

On Tuesday, April 4, the managers of the impeach- 
ment on behalf of the House, appeared at the bar of 
the Senate and presented their articles which were 
read, and the President pro tempore said, ‘‘ ‘The Chair 
informs the managers that the Senate will take proper 
order on the subject of the impeachment, of which due 





notice shall be given to the House of Representatives.” 
The managers thereupon withdrew. J 

On Wednesday, April 5, the Senate resolved itself 
into High Court of Impeachment, and officially re- 
ceived the managers. Summons was ordered to issue 
against the late Secretary, and an adjournmeat was 
ordered till the 17th April, to give time for General 
Belknap to prepare his defence. Messrs Blair, Black, 
and Carpenter are his counsel. 








BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


H. R. 2924, provides that the provisions of section 
1204 of the Revised Statutes of the United States, ap- 
proved June 22, 1874, shall be so construed and held 
that all promotions shall be made in the artillery, cav- 
alry, and infantry lineally from second lieutenants to 
colonel; the senior officer in each grade of the respec- 
tive lines being entitled to, and shall receive, promo- 
tion to the first vacancy, in his arm of the service, iu 
the grade next above that held by him: Provided, 
That the President is hereby authorized to promote 
and appoint all officers in the artillery, cavalry, and 
infantry entitled to lineal promotion by virtue of their 
rank in their respective lines since the 22d day of June, 
1874, without regard to other promotions made since 
that date: And provided further, That all officers so 
promoted during each half-year under the construction 
herein provided for shall be assigned by the Secretary 
of War, on or before the next succeeding first days of 
January and July of each year, to such vacancies as 
may have occurred in the grades to which they are 
promoted in their respective arms of the service during 
that period, and in such manner as shall incur least 
expense for transportation: And provided further, 
That no officer shall be deprived of his commission by 
anything herein contained, nor shall any officer so pro- 
moted under the construction herein provided for be 
entitled to or receive any back-pay under the same. 

H. R. 2901, provides that every non-commissioned 
officer who, since the 14th day of April, 1861, has 
entered upon and discharged the duties of a commis- 
sioned officer in the Army of the United States, and 
who has not been heretofore paid in full fer such 
services, shall be paid by the proper accounting-officer 
of the Treasury the full pay and allowance of the rank 
in which he so served trom the date of his entering 
upon the discharge of the duties of such office, the 
same as if he had been mustered into said rank from 
such date. Sec. 2. That in making settlement with 
such officer, the said accounting-ofticer shall deduct 
from the amount found due any and all claims of the 
Government against such ofticer. Sec. 3. That all 
claims for pay under this act arising prior to its passage 
shall be presented within two years after the passage 
thereof, or be forever afterward barred. 

H. Rt. 2776, provides that all first lieutenants of cay- 
alry, artillery, and infantry who served as officers of 
the volunteer forces of the United States previous to 
receiving their appointments as second lieutenants in 
the Regular Army, and whose services as officers in 
the Army, voluateer and regular, aggregated more 
than ten years previous to their promotion to the grade 
of first lieutenants, shail be commi:zsioned as first lieu- 
tenants, to rank as such from the date on which they 
completed their ten years’ service as officers; and all 
second lieutenants of cavalry, artillery, and infantry 
who served as officers in the volunteer forces of the 
United States previous to receiving their appointments 
in the’Regular Army, and who have served as officers, 
volunteer service included, for ten years or more, shall 
be promoted to the grade of first lieutenants, to rank 
as such from the date on which they completed their 
ten years’ service: Provided, That no officer shall re- 
ceive any additional compensation by reason of having 
his commission ante-dated, and officers prometed un- 
der this act shall only be entitled to pay in their new 
grades from the date of its passage. Sec. 2. That all 
officers promoted under this act shall be assigned by 
the Secretary of War to vacancies as they occur in 
their respective branches of the service, and in such 
manner as shall incur least expense for transportation; 
and the officers shall be kept on duty with the regi- 
ments to which they now belong, or such other places 
as their services may be required in their new grades, 
until such time as they are assigned to fill vacancies. 

H. R. 2750, provides that the President is hereby 
authorized to appoint, as assistants to the Chief Signal 
Officer, two majors; six officers, who shall have the 
rank and pay ol captains mounted; six, who shall have 
the rank and pay of first lieutenants mounted; and 
six, who shall have the rank and pay of second lieu- 
tenants mounted, or to detail as such assistants the said 
number of officers, who shall have, respectively, the 
said rank and pay while so serving. Sec. 2. That the 
enlisted force shall be, maintained as hitherto upon 
duty, and not to exceed one hundred and fifty ser- 
geants, thirty corporals, and three hundred privates; 
and the enlisted men of the signal service shall receive 
pay and allowances at the rates formerly fixed for en- 
listed men of the Signal. Corps of the Army of similar 
grades: Provided, ‘T'nat all acts or parts of acts relat- 
ing to the duties of the Chief Signal Officer and the 
signal service shall remain in force. 

H. R. 2810 grants a pension to the widow of the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. P. Ray, U.S. A. H. BR. 2746 
allows the widow of the late Colonel Thos. F. Hunt, 
U. 8. A., $1,140 for the use of certain real estate al 
St. Augustine, Fla. H. R. 2917 restores C. T. Speer 
to his rank and position as second lieutenant of the Lith 
Infantry, from the date of his dismissal, viz., Jan 16, 
1874. H. R. 2504 reinstates Captain H. De B. Clay, 
late 23d Infantry, to the rank he held when discharged, 
Nov. 23, 1870, without back pay. 

H. R. 2446 promotes Benj. C. Card to be major and 
quartermaster, next above Major J. A. Potter, to date 
from Jan. 18, 1867: “ Provided, That no officer, in said 
Depariment shall by this act be reduced from his 
present rank, nor shall any additional pay or allow- 
ance be made to any officer by virtue of this act.” 








8. R. 8 restores Albert W. Preston to the rank held 
by him before the operation of the Crawford bill, with 
back pay. 

8. 459 authorizes appointment of Jas. Collins as first 
lieutenant cavalry, as though continuously ia service 
since Sept. 2, 1866. S. 582 authorizes restoration of: 
Nathan D. A. Sawyer to the rank of captain and A. Q. 
M., U.S. A. Sawyer was cashiered Nov. 30, 1872. 
S. 555 authorizes the honorable discharge of Chas. G. 
Cox, late captain 10th U. 8. Cavalry, to date Aug. 11, 
1870, at which date he was cashiered. 5S. 566 author- 
izes restoration of Bird L. Fletcher, late captain U. 8. 
A., to the position on retired list from which he was 
dismissed by G. C.-M. July 16, 1872. 

8. 620 reinstates Captain P. A. Owen, late 9th U. S. 
Infantry, to his former position in the Army from 
which he resigned, Dec. 31, 1873. 8S. 605 authorizes 
reappointment of Thos. B. Hunt, late captain and A. 
Q. M., U. 8. A., with rank from the date of his original 
appointment, and pay from the date of his being 
cashiered . 

S. 605 authorizes the restoration of Eli Long to the 
rank of major-general on the retired list. 5S. 82 restores 
Albert W. Preston to the rank of which he was de- 
prived by the Crawford bill, with back pay. 

S. 193 gives Major H. Clay Wood, A. A. G., U.S. 
A., $2,500 for property lost in consequence of the 
surrender of General Twiggs and tue consequent 
abandonment of Fort Cobb, Tex. 5S. 368 promotes 
First Lieutenant David I. Ezekiel, 4th U.S. Infantry, 
to rank next above Captain S. E. Armstrong, 24th In- 
fantry (203 on the list). 

H. R. 2868 restores Elward McD. Reynolds to the 
Marine Corps with the rank of captain. H. R. 285) 
restores W. R. Browne, late lieutenant commander U. 
8. A., to pension rolls. H. R. 1118, which has passed, 
grants a pension of $30 a month to the widow of the 
late Colonel Wm. Dulaney, U. 8. Marine Corps. 5. 
457 restores A. Paymaster Chas, E. Boggs to the active 
list of the Navy. 

H. QR. 1942, re-enacts and continues in force the act 
of June 23, 1870, entitled ‘‘An act to authorize the 
settlement of the accounts of officers of the Army and 
Navy.” 

S. 638, enacts that from and after the passage of this 
act campaigns against, and actions with, hostile In- 
dians shall be regarded as war within the meaning of 
section 1209, Revised Statutes of the United States ; 
and that the provisions of this act shall apply to such 
brevet appointments in the Army as have been made 
by the President for service in Indian campaigns since 
the passage of the act approved March 1, 186/. (Sec. 
1209 R.S. provides for conferring ‘‘in time of war of com- 
missions by brevet upon commissioned oflicers of the 
Army for distinguished conduct and public service in 
preseace of the enemy.”) 

S. 652, provides that certain officers of the line of 
the Army having been unlawtully overslaushed and 
deprived of promotion, since the 22d day of June, 
1874, the President be, and is hereby, authorized and 
directed to promote and appoint tue said officers to 
such vacancies as, under tbe law contained iu section 
1204, Revised Statutes of the United States, they are 
and have been entitled by seniority to fill: Provided, 
That officers promoted and appointed under this act 
shall take ranks from the dates at which the vacan- 
cies occurred to fill which they are severally pro- 
moted and appointed: Provided further, That the 
commissions of all ofticers who have been unlawfully 
promoted and appoiuted since the 22d day of June, 
1874, being void in law, shall be so held, and that 
such officers shall be considered as continuously in 
service in the grades which they filled severally at 
the dates of such unlawful promotions and appoint- 
ments, until their right to promotion under section 
1204, Revised Statutes of the United States, shali ac- 
crue: And provided further, That no official acts and 
obligations performed and entered into, for and on 
behalf of the United States, by suid officers, during 
the period for which they held such commissions 
unlawfully conferred, shall be in any wise aflected by 
this act. ‘

Snootrine Posrtions.—In addition to the eomments con- 
tained in the Journat of Ist inst. in reply to the request for 


. &construction of the rule of the N, R. A. prescribing the 
*‘ off-hand” povition, we present the following remarks from 
the originator ot the present Creedmoor system, kindly 
communicated to us. He writes: The rule in question, 
like most of those of the N. R. A., was taken from those in 
use at Wimbledon by the N. R. A. of Great Britain, which 
had not then abolished “off-hand” shooting. It was based 
upon the theory that the practice to be encouraged was 
that with military rifles and in the open air, and that the 
regulations should be framed to develope that kind of 
shooting which would be most valuable in the field, a theory 
which hes at the foundation of all rifle associations on the 
Wimbledon and Creedmoor plans, and which cannot, in 
view of the eclat connected with lopg range practice, be 
too frequently recalled to mind. With a heavy rifle and a 
hair trigger the German rifleman, in firing in a space pro- 
tected from the wind, prefers the pusition spoken of by 
your correspondent. ut with a military mfle or “any 
rifle” (weighing under ten pounds and with the usual trig- 
ger pull) the ritleman who would make good scores upon 
the range, where he has to stand in the open air, with the 
wind pressing upon both himself and his rifle, will find 
that he must grasp his piece forward of the trigger-guard, 

and that firmly, to becertain of his aim. This is illustrated 

by the failure of the crack German shots to take a promi- 
nent place in the “off-hand” matches at Creedmoor. On 
the other hand it would not be wise to prescribe that the 
thumb and fingers should clasp the band, as suggested. 

Men differ in the length of their arms and rifles, and the 

position of the bands varies. The present rule keeps the 

men erect, and establishes a good position, and changes from 
what is thoroughly understood frequently do more harm 
than good. 


New York Orpers.—G. O. No. 6, A. G. O., Albany, March 
4, is as tollows: The proceedings, findings, and opinion of 
the court of inquiry appointed by Special Orders No. 38, 
current series, of these headquarters, are hereby approved, 
and the court of inquiry is dissoived.

Nothing looks worse than 
a number of hands slowly straggling down from the pieces 
iu the manual. This, however, is very easily improved. 
It does not affect the discipline of the ‘Twenty-second, but 
only their appearance on a show drill—a matter of minor 
importance. After the manual, Culonel Porter put his bat- 
talion through a long course of marching drill, in column 
of fours, at quick and double time, with occasional left 
front into line, and the same faced to the rear. Eash 
movement was repeated several times, and the colonel was 
not easy to suit, for he kepton drilling and scolding till 
past 10 o’clock, with a great deal of double quick.

THE House Committee on Military Affairs has 
unanimously adopted a report recommending the 
transfer of the Indian Bureau from the Interior to the 
War Department. General Sherman at the conclusion 
of a letter addressed to the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, in which he gives his reasons for a transfer of 
the Indian Bureau to the War Department, says: 
Therefore I firmly believe that the Army now occupies 
the positions and relations to the great mass of Indian 
tribes that will better enable the Government to 
execute any line of policy it may deem wise and 
proper, than by any possible system that can be de- 
vised with civil agents. The Indians, more especially 
those who occupy the vast region west of the Missis- 
sippi, from the Rio Grande to the British line, are 
natural warriors, and have always looked to the mili- 
tary rather than to civil agents of the Government for 
protection or punishment, and were the troops to be 
withdrawn instant war would result. If it be the policy 
of the Government, as I believe it is, to save the 
remnant of these tribes, it can only be accomplished 
by and through military authority. These will obey 
orders and enforce any line of policy that may be pre- 
scribed for them by law or regulation. Svoner or 
later these Indians, say the Sioux, Cheyennes, 
Arapahoes, Kiowas, and Comanches, must be made 
self-supporting. Farming and the mechanical arts are 
so obnoxious to their mature and traditions that any 
hope of their becoming an agricultural people can 
hardly be expected in our day, though there are many 
individual exceptions. But the Indians themselves see 
that the buftalo, elk, antelope, deer, and large game 
are rapidly disappearing, and that they must raise cattle 
and sheep or starve. This, in my judgment, is the 
proper direction in which to turn their attention, and 
an excellent beginning has been made with the tribes 
in New Mexico, and more recently with the Kiowas 
and Comancies near Fort Sill. This has been done 
by the influence of the Army stationed in their midst, 
who are, in my opinion, now and have always been the 
best. friends the Indians have had. The idea which 
prevails with some that the Army wants war with the 
Indians is not true. Such wars bring exposure, toil, 
risk, and privations, with no honoi. Therefore it 
(the Army) naturally wants peace, and very often has 
prevented wars by its mere presence, and if entrusted 
with the exclusive management and control of the 
annuities and supplies, as well as force, I think Indian 
wars will cease, and the habits of the Indians will be 
gradually molded into a more necessary and useful 
branch of industry—the rearing of sheep, cattle, 
horses, etc. In some localities they may possibly be 
made farmers. 


A SPECIAL despatch to the New York Zimes reports 
that ‘‘General Sherman says that General Reynolds 
can make a satisfactory explanation of the allegatiuns 
made against him by witnesses who have appeared be- 
fore the Clymer committee.

‘This he claimed tue right to do, and said 
that he did not thiok jt improper to take the rewards 
ollered by the State simply because he was an officer 
of the Army. Other witnesses will be examined on 
this point, among them General Custer.”

Tue Revue de France publishes an episode, very little 
known, of the Battle of Trafalgar, which we repro- 
duce, as the French papers say, with every reserva- 
tion. The author of the article attributes the death of 
Nelson to a sailor, called Gersai¢é, and he gives an 
account of the event as related to him by the Breton 
sailor: ‘‘ A loud explosion resounded above the din of 
battle. A wild, triumphant cry rose from our ship. 
We had disabled two of the rascals which threatened 
us, and the admiral’s ship, swinging round, fell to lee- 
ward with her stern towards us. Had we, then, done 
her any serious harm? Yes, indeed! From the mizen- 
top, where I was stationed, I saw that the tiller-ropes 
had been cut away. Some blue-jackets rushed to 
reeve new ones, amidst the confusion caused by the 
hurrying to-and-fro of the men who were picking up 
and carrying below’ the dead sna the wonnded. A 
group of officers were standing at the top of the poop 
ladder, among-t them a little slim man, wearing three 
stars on his breast, who was giving some orders. I 
heard him speak. I cast my eyes downwards and on 
the taffrail of his ship, which a wave just then lifted 
up, I read, 7he Victory. 1 again looked carnestly at 
the officer. His thin face was haughty and calm, and 
one could have said that he smiled. 1 understood then 
that I saw Nelson. My heart gave one throb. I felt 
myself grow pale with anger. jj raised my musket to 
my shoulder and took aim. But a storm of impressions 

assed through my brain. He was so quiet! So proud! 

Te suspected his danger so little! He, the chief, the 
conqueror of Aboukir, a sort of Napoleon of the sea. 
I again raised my arm. No! As sure as there is a liv- 
ing God, I could not have fired. I did not wish to fire. 
Why, at that moment, did the English fire a broadside 
at us? Was that a brave act—ten against one? It 
seemed done on purpose. Volley followed volley. We 
were slaughtered—cut down. The mizen-top alone 
stood erect amidst its drooping rigging. Our guns 
were dismounted, and no longer returned the enemy’s 
fire. For the third time the voice of our commander 
reached us inthe top. ‘Courage, my children,’ it cried, 
und ‘Fire for France.’ France! . . . A vision swam 
before my eyes; and the admiral for ever appearing 
through the smoke—always smiling—I aimed and fired. 
The admiral rolled on the deck as though one had 
pushed him violently from behind. Eagerly I looked 
over the top to look. What cries! what lamentations 
ov board the English ship! The officers threw them- 
selves on their knees, wringing their hands. One of 
them, with swollen countenance, turned towards 4s, 
and raising his clenched fist, hurled at us these words, 
which I have often repeated, and which I got explained 
to me later on, ‘Dam your eyes! Dam your hand! (sic) 
You French scoundrels.” He mixed up his language 
and ours, which he didn’t know well. I was quite 
giddy; it seemed tv me that I was dreaming; when a 
violent blow on the head turn me over insensible. I 
awoke to find myself a prisoner in England.”

FOREIGN I'rEMS. 


Tue Khanate of Khokand, now that it has become 
a portion of the Russian Empire, is henceforth to be 
called the Province of Ferghana. 


A DETERMINED effort to put down piracy in Chi- 
nese waters is to be made by Germany, in concert 
with the other Powers. A Berlin telegram states 
that the German squadron stationed on the eastern 
coast of Asia will be reinforced. The German men- 
of-war Jlertha, Ariadne, and Cyklo, which were to 
have returned home, are now to remain on the sta- 
tion, and will be joined towards the month of May 
by the ships Vineta and Louise. The German squad- 
ron will then commence operations in concert with 
the British and Chinese men-of-war and those of 
other nations, The gunboat Nautilus also left Ger- 
many for China about the end of March. 


CoNSIDERABLE satisfaction has been created in 


cating the surrender of the Danish portions of North 
Schleswig, in accordance with the Treaty of Prague. 
The German paper acknowledges that the Danish and 
German peoples are so closely allied, that the present 
unfriendly relations are absolutely unnatural. It 
doubts, from a political point of view, the policy of 
retaining North Schleswig, acknowledges that the 
persecutions against the inhabitants, and especially 
the attempts to enforce the use of the German lan- 
guage, are carricd too far, and advocates a restitution 
of the undoubtedly Danish part of the Duchy. And 
yet Bismarck lives. 

Tuk English Staff of the Japanese Naval College 
at Yeddo, consisting of Commander Jones, Lieutenant 
Baillie, and Chief Engineer Sutton, and some twelve 
petty officer instructors, will remain in their present 
employment for a further period of three years. This 
college was originally established by Commander 
Archibald Douglas, who received a handsome ac- 
knowledgment of bis services to the Japanese Goy- 
ernment on his tendering his resignation early last 
year, Commander Jones, who retired with a step in 
rank aftereight years’ service as lieutenant, succeeded 
to the office of director of the college. There is also 
some probability of another English officer being 
required to take command of a Japanese training- 
ship. 

“Boy Jack,” of the Naval and Military Gazette, 
says that in May some English Polo players are going 
over to Berlin to play a match to show the Germans 
how it is done. The old Emperor of Germany has 
determined to introduce the game into his army. 
From O-tend the Englishmen will travel in a saloon 
carriage, placed in a most generous manner at their 
disposal gratis, to Berlin. While in Berlin they will 
be the guests of the officers of the Imperial Prussian 
Guards. This item reminds us that Polo is just the 
game for our officers, when they are not worked too 
hard, and that Indian ponies are just the beasts for 
it, while a McClellan saddle beats an English saddle 
out of sight for rapid turning, which is required in 
Polo. 

Masor Morgan, Assistant Superintendent of the 
British Government Powder Mills, in a recent lecture 
on cannon powder states, that it is incorrect to make 
the supposition that a cube of powder burns evenly 
from the exterior surfaces to the centre, that in the 
case of very dense powder this may be approximately 
so, but not otherwise, He alleges, for example, that 
powder made in damp and cold weather is found to 
burn rapidly; and he considers the explanation for 
this is found in the fact that grains of powder may | 
have in them minute channels, visible under the 
microscope, but not to the naked eye, into which the 
flame enters. In cold weather the incorporation is 
imperfect. In moist weather the grains formed con- 
tain moisture, which subsequently escapes and leaves 
the grains in a porous state, which causes the quick 
burning alluded to. This opinion receives support 
from one fact in the report on trial of the 81-ton gun, 
that the denser powder was much the more regular 
and reliable. Thus, Major Morgan believes the gas 
finding an entrance into the interior of each grain, 
the condition of the particles of which it is composed 
affects its burning. Again, he states that of two 
powders of equal specific gravity, the one which has 
denser charcoal is apt to burn the more quickly. 
Why is this? Dense charcoal would under similar 
conditions burn more slowly than softer, lighter 
charcoal. The answer is found in the fact that where 
the specific gravity of two powders is the same, the 
one with the denser charcoal must make up its bulk 
by greater porosity, hence the flame penetrates the 
mass more readily. On thia principle, then, Major 
Morgan would treat each cube of powder on the same 
supposition that an entire cartridge is now consi- 
dered. -That is to say, tnat its rate of burning de- 
pends both on the spaces which enable the flame to 
tind an entrance and pass through it, and on the size 
and condition of its particles; and in support of this 
be appeals to the peculiar pitted condition of grains 
of unconsumed powder which are fired out of guns 
with large charges. These pits, he maintains, are 
the bottoms or ends of the ignited channels, 

ENGLIsH advices from Malta state that the eleven- 
inch guns mounted in the battery beside the light- 
house at Fort St. Elmo, were fired for the first time 
on the 6th March, in order to test the effects caused 


Blank ammunition (ordinary service charges of 601b.) 
was first used, with no apparent result. Afterwards 
“ Palliser” projectiles with battering charges were 
used, the result being that every particle of glass in 
the lighthouse was shattered, and the ironwork con- 
nected with the lighting arrangements was much 
injured. Had an 80lb. been fired simultaneously 
from the three guns the probability is that the whole 
of the superstructure would have been destroyed. 
In case of an attack on Valetta this battery would 
either be obliged to remain silent or to imperil the 
shipping by the destruction of the lighthouse. 


Some important experiments were made on the 
10th ult. on board the Ocean, 26, English iron-ship, 
armor-plated, in Keyham Yard, with the Makaroff 
mat for stopping leaks caused by collision or in ac- 
tion. The mat was fastened over a frame placed 
outside a large discharge pipe, which was opened— 
first, before the mat was put over it, and secondly, 
after it was put on. The result was that in five min- 
utes about two feet of water was found in the ship, 
or about one-third of what might be expected to flow 
in if no means were taken to prevent it. Lastly, a 
topsail was lowered over the same hole; and the re- 
sult was that the water forcing the more pliable 
substance in did not rise in the ship to any percepti- 
ble extent. The result was that the superiority of 
the sail in cases of leaks was established. 


Letters from China state that the troops com- 
manded by Li-Hung are being trained by German 
drill-masters. At the headquarters of the infantry 
at Tientsin and at Chefoo he has formed an instruc- 
tional battalion of 300 to 400 picked men, who are 
kept under the most stringent discipline, the punish- 
ment of death being freely inflicted for comparatively 
slight offences. These battalions undergo training 
both in infantry drill and that for heavy guns; and 
a squad of thirty of the men specially chosen for 
aptness were exhibited before the visitors, and proved 
practically their fitness for their future work of teach- 
ing the general mass of the troops, for which the 
four winter months coming on were to be used. All 
words of command were given in German, and when 
the party was broken up into squads using these 
familiarly, “it was difficult,” says one of the visitors, 
**to fancy yourself out of Prussia.” 


Position drill and aiming exercises have been 
largely employed in every modern army to supple- 
ment and prepare the way for the actual firing of 
ball cartridge. Austria, however, now proposes to 
goa step further by introducing for purposes of in- 
struction and practice an air-gun, of a pattern de- 
signed by an officer named Heidler, and which has 
been already tried and favorably reported upon at 
several military stations. In France, Delvigne, the 
gun-maker, has introduced a false cartridge made of 
brass with a tube of about .22 calibre in the middle, 
in which is inserted a minute cartridge of fulminate 
with a little-ball, which is thrown about fifty feet in 
firing. These fgise cartridges are also made for can- 
non, with a et cartridge in the tube. In Eng- 
land they use a similar cartridge for the old Snider, 
and in America we have the sub-calibre rifle. 


A BrirttsH parliamentary paper just issued con- 
tains a number of reports respecting the Martini- 
Henry rifles issued to the army. The first series of 
reports are on the rifles as first issued. Then follow 
a number of reports received last year with respect 
to alleged defects in the rifles, which reports were 
referred to a committee of officers, who on the 5th of 
October, 1875, recommended that 1,000 rifles should 
be altered according to a plan proposed by the Super- 
intendent of the Royal Small Arms Factory at 
Enfield. These alterations having been made were 
reported on by the regiments to whom the altered 
rifles were issued, and the reports were considered at 
a full conference of officers, held at the War Office 
on the 28th of January, 1876, when it was decided 
that, the reports being satisfactory, the alterations 
might be adopted both for land and sea service. The 
Secretary of State approved, February 18, 1876, and 
steps are being taken accordingly. 

Tue advent of the “ new social strata” in France, 
says the Army and Navy Gazette, reminds ambitious 
Republicans of the honors won by persons of lowly 
station during and after the first revolution. Ange- 
reau, who became Duke of Castiglione, was the son 
of a mason; Kleber, assassinated at Cairo, the son of 
a day laborer. Hoche was the son of a groom in the 
Royal stables. The father of Messena, the spoilt 
child of victory, who became Duke of Rivoli and 
Prince of Essling, kept aninn. Ney, the bravest of 
the brave and Prince of Moscow, was the son of a 
cooper. Lannes, the Paladin of the Empire, Duke of 
Montobello, was the son of a stable boy; and the 
tather of Marshal Jourdan was a needy knife-grinder. 
Murat, of the snowy plume, who became King of 
Naples, was the son of a publican. Bernadotte, who 
became King of Sweden, was the son of a lawyer, 
and served as a private like Lefevre, afterwards Duke 
of Dantzig; Junot, afterwards Duke of Arbantes; 
Soult, afterwards Duke of Dalmatia, and many 
others. 

LigvTENANT H. Watkin, R. A., has lately invented 
un instrument for measuring minute portions of 
time, and so highly approved of is it that it will 
probably be adopted for ascertaining and recording 
the velocities at gunnery experiments. The instru- 





ment consists of two upright cylinders of brass coy- 
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ered with lamp-black. Between these a weight is 
made to fall, and electric currents may pass by its 
means from one cylinder to the other. The shot in 
passing throuzh a screen breaks circuit, and causesa 
spark to pass through the weight, and burn away a 
speck of the lamp-black on the cylinder, The elec- 
tric current, however, is immediately re-established 
by an ingenious arrangement, and the shot, in pass- 
ing a second screen, or any number of: successive 
screens, repeats the process. The distance between 
the spots of the cylinder are read off on a scale, and 
give the time represented to the nine-billionth part 
of a second. 

WHEN the ground is hardened by frost the task of 
throwing up earthworks becomes extremely labori- 
ous. For instance, the difficulty of constructing 
batteries experienced by the Germans during the 
severe winter of 1870-71 is well known. Snow, how- 
ever, is a very usual accompaniment of frost, and 
from experiments made in Austria during the past 
winter, and the result of which has just been pub- 
lished, it seems that from its resisting properties it 
forms an excellent material for the construction of 
parapets. The penetration of a rifle bullet into a 
well-rammed bank of snow was found to be only a 
little more than four feet at 200 yards range, and 
under three feet at 500 yards. The projectile of a 
field gun penetrates about twelve feet, the radius of 
rupture of the bursting charge of a shell being about 
seven feet, while the damage caused was found to be 
materially diminished if the precaution was taken to 
level the exterior slopes of the snow parapet with 
slabs of ice, which also prevented the snow melting 
away during the warmer hours of the day. 


Tue Prince of Wales made his last appearance in 
state in India on March 11 at Bombay, whére he was 
received by the governor, the commander-in-chief, 
and other local dignitaries. The Prince drove 
directly to the dockyard, the road being lined with 
troops. Having received a farewell address from the 
municipality, his Royal Highness proceeded imme- 
diately on board the Serapis. In order that the 
Prince’s visit may be commemorated, the Queen has 
appointed him honorary colonel of eight native regi- 
ments, four of which are in future to be designated 
* Queen’s Own,” and the other four “Prince of 
Wales’ Own.” The Prince is bringing home two 
native aides-de-camp, resaldars of the 12th Bengal 
Lancers. One of them, Mahomed Afzul, is ef good 
family, teing connected with the Ameer of Cabul, 
and has seen service. The other, Annoop Singh, 
has served under General Probyn, has had five horses 
killed under him, and has received six wounds. 


Ir is reported that the Sultan, Captain H. R. H. 
the Duke of Edinburgh, now fitting out for special 
service at Portsmouth, will require an expenditure of 
$50,000 to complete it for the approaching cruise. 
The decks of the ship are being thoroughly recaulked 
and repaired, the old lockers replaced by new ones, 
two new accommodation ladders provided, additional 
cooking apparatus upon an improved pattern has 
been fitted up for the use of the captain, also three 
additional cabins built tor the use of the suite. A 
complete set of new boats is being prepared, embel- 
lished with gold beading within blue ribands, and 
bearing the prince’s private badge in color and gold. 
In addition to these, the sbip will carry a new steam 
gig and a new thirty-four feet rowing-barge for 
twelve oars double-banked. The rig ot the ship 
will also undergo a little change in order to improve 
its appearance und render it fit for the reception of a 
royal duke, on a serious pleasure cruise. 

Tne Austrian government has resolved upon a 
thorough reorganizationof the gendarmery, or Im- 
perial police force. The present organization dates 
from the year 1850, when the force was divided into 
nineteen regiments, each consisting of 1,000 men, and 
placed under the command of Field Marshal von 
Kempten. Its discipline and employment were alto- 
gether of a military character, the men being accom- 
modated in barracks, kept close together, and drilled 
and handled just like soldiers. The system has not 
been found to work well. The men, being mostly 
retired soldiers of indifferent character, have been 


poorly paid throughout, and desertions and retire- 
ments have consequently been not unfrequent. The 
force is now to be reduced in numbers, but the men 
will be better paid in proportion. The most im- 
portant change contemplated, however, is that the 
force will be toa great extent divested of its military 
character. Barracks life and similar purely military 
restrictions will be abolished, and the gendarmery 
will be suburdinated to the Home Ministry. The re- 
organization scheme is well received throughout the 
empire, and is expected to work satisfactorily. 


Ir has been discovered that an Austrian officer at- 
tached to the Military Geographical Institute has 
availed himself of his privileged position to sell for 
his own profit secret maps and drawings from the War 
Office, to which he had access. The purchaser is 
supposed to be the Russian Military Attaché, Colonel 
Molostvoft, to whose reputation the scandal is fully as 
compromising as that of his unworthy abettor. The 
treasonable transaction was first discovered through 
the loyal intimation given to the War Office by Major 
de Brunet, the French Military Attaché, to whom the 
officer in question made a similar offer. The conse- 
quence of the discovery has been that a strict inquiry 
has been ordered, which has led to the dismissal of 
the head of the Military Geographical Institute, 
Major-General Dobner von Dobenan, It is rumored 
that the breach of trust committed by the officer re- 
ferred to is not the only instance of its kind. A report 
is current to the effect that the secret of the composi- 
tion of the metal invented by General von Uchatius, 
and now in use for the manufacture of guns, has been 
sold to Prussia by three sub-officers employed in the 
Imperial arsenal, whose unexpected departure from 
Vienna under suspicious circumstances has attracted 
notice. 

Kina Alfonso XIL has celebrated his triumph over 
Don Carlos by distribution of honors among the 
generals of his army. General Quesada, who was 
created a marquis last year, is rewarded with the 
baton of a captain-general, the highest honor in the 
Spanish army. General Martinez Campos, the author 
ot the successful pronunciamento of January, 1875, 
receives a grandeeship of Spain, with the title of 
Duke of Vera. General Primo de Rivera, who goes 
to New Castile as captain-general, is created Marquis 
of Estella, after the former Carlist headquarters, 
which fell into his hands some weeks back; while 
General Loma, who four years ago was a sitaple 
colonel ot infantry, returns to his command in the 
Basque provinces as Marquis of Orio ; General Blanco, 
commanding the troops in Catalonia, receiving the 
title of Marquis of Pena Plata, after the victory of 
that name. Only one officer is conspicuous by ab- 
sence, that is the Republican General Domingo 
Moriones. Two names of unmistakable Hibernian 
origin occur in Generals O’Lawlor and O’Ryan, who 
have both done good service during the war, and are 
probably, like the late Marshal O'Donnell, Duke of 
Tetuan, descendants of Irish soldiers of fortune, who 
have in so many cases lent their good swords to the 
Bourbon cause. 


Tur United Service Gazette describes the rolling of 
the 22-inch armor-plate by Cammell and Co., at 
Sheflield, England, being 8 inches thicker than any 
armor-plate ever yet rolled. It had to be in the fur- 
nace upwards of twenty-seven hours before it was fit 
to be placed upon the rolle. It weighs upwards of 





35 tons, and measures 17 feet in length and 5 feet in 
width. The plates of which this is a sample are in- 
tended for the Dandolo and Duilio, two war vessels 
now being built in Italy for the Italian government—- 
one at their dockyard at Castellamare, and the other 
at La Spezzia. These vessels are to be armored at 
the water-line with plates of this thickness, and the 
representative plate was ordered for the purpose of 
ascertaining the relative resistance of plates of this 
enormous thickness compared with the thickest that 
has yet been manufactured. The gun to be used in 
testing this great plate is one of the 100-ton guns 
now being made by Sir William Armstrong and Co. 
at Newcastle. The vessels are to have two turrets, 
and each turret will contain two of these enormous 





pieces of artillery. The guns, one of which is nearly 


ready for shipment, will be about 30 feet long, their 
bore 19 inches in diameter, and they will throw a 
shot weighing nearly one ton. Mr. Cammell stated 
that if Sir Joseph Whitworth’s guns succeeded in 
penetrating the plate abaut to be rolled, he should 
have no hesitation in rolling one of 30 inches or even 
40 inches in thickness, 


Tue third volume of the official history of the 
1859 campaiga, compiled by the Austrian general 
staff, bas only just been published, and althongh the 
event is so far back, great historical interest attaches 
to the part played by the Austrian troops in the 
battle of Solferino. Throughout the book the bear- 
ing of the Austrian soldiery is admitted as beyond 
all praise. At the same time very grave defects are 
pointed out in the conduct of the campaign, and 
perhaps the most condemnatory judgment passed 
upon the generals is contained in an autograph letter 
from the hand of the Emperor Francis Joseph him- 
self. ‘he Emperor enumerates no less than nine 
important points in which he finds the leaders to 
have fallen short of their proper duties. He limits his 
censure entirely to the generals, acknowledging, on 
the other hand, with high praise, the conduct of the 
regimental officers and the men. The generals, he 
finds, in the first place, to have been markedly 
deficient in resource and promptness of action, unab.e 
to adapt their plans to the circumstances, and to 
avail themselves of the advantages offered by the 
ground. As the natural consequcuce of this defect, 
he points out that most of the fighting occurred in 
roads and villages and out-of-the-way places, not on 
those points where the Austrian army might have 
met its foes with a prospect of success. Mureover, 
the Austrian generals contented themselves with 
remaining strictly on the defensive. In the second 
place, the Emperor remarks upon the absence ot 
reserves within a convenient distance. In the third 
place, he blames the geuerals for not turning the 
artillery, whose efficiency admits of nu doubt, to 
better account. In the tourth place, the ammunition 
supports were kept out of the way, and iv this way 
a large portion of the army was rendered practically 
hors de combat for a considerable time at an important 
juncture. In the place of the ammunition columns, 
the Emperor finds that the military train was kept 
dangerously near the line of battle, so that after its 
repulse the army was in imminent peril of having 
its communications cut off and the train disabled by 
hostile fire, A very serious shortcoming was the 
tardiness of Austrian commanders to take the ficld. 
The hour for starting along the whole line was fixed 
at nine o’clock, but several army corps started con- 
siderably later, notwithstanding the reports of artil- 
lery firing. The artillery fire was, moreover, very 
brisk, and must have convinced the generals that the 
engagement was serious. The Emperor alsu finds 
that discipline was kept rather slack in the imme- 
diate rear of the army, and that the camp followers 
were too numerous and too disorderly. In conclusion, 
the Emperor considers that the commissariat com- 
pletely broke down in the battle, and he 1eserves his 
strongest blame for this most serious defect.
